As she stood on the porch of her 
home, waiting for her 4-year-old daugh- 
ter, Viola, to return from a nearby 
grocery store, Mrs. Martha Hoefli of 
2834 Belt avenue saw her little girl go 
down beneath the fender of a Cass 
avenue car at St. Louis and Belt ave- 
nues, as it turned a corner at a terrific 
clip, Thursday. 


When the mother reached the scene 
of the accident a scissors grinder, who 
had dragged the little form out from 
beneath the trucks laid the baby into 
the mother’s arms and then supported 
her to her home. 

Those who saw the little girl just 
before the car struck her, believe that 
she may have sacrificed her life in try- 
ing to save that of 34%-year-old Eddie 
Matthews of 2823 Semple avenue, who 
was holding her hand just before the 
accident occurred. The boy was un- 
hurt. 

Started to Grocery. Store. 

Viola and Eddie started from the Hoef- 
li home to a grocery store at 10:30 a. m-. 
Eight minutes later the little girl was 
dead. 

The spot where she was run down is} 
on a curve of the loop at the end of 
the Cass avenue line. When cars aré 
behind time they sometimes take this 
loop at high speed, but members of the 
crew say that car 2352, which ran over 
Viola, was not running fast. 

Viola. and Eddie had been to the 
store and were returning home. The 
car, swinging around the curve, was 
upon. them before they had’ ttme to 
clear the track. “Viola was nearest the 
car. She either threw Eddie clear of 
the rails or’ he was hurled aside by the 
impact of her body when the car struck 
her. 

Fender Fails to Work, 

The fender failed to pick her up. She 
passed under it and the trucks cut off 
her right arm and right leg. She was 
dragged 10 feet before the car was 
stopped. 

Horrified passengers and neighbors 
were gathering about the car when 
Viola's grief-stricken mother pushed her 
way through the crowd. The body was 
just being lifted from beneath the 
trucks, 

Mrs. Hoefli pushed aside the men who 
held it. Clasping it in her arms she 
kissed the little white, paindrawn face 
repeatedly. Not listering to those who 
thought to console or help her, she half 
ran, half staggered to her home with 
her burden.

earthed a motive for his desire to dis- 
appear, as Well as clews to the methods 
he had taken to carry out his desire. 


Secret Porthole Is Discovered. 
First came the discovery of the short- 
age. It was found: that a discrepancy 
of $125,000 existed in Agar’s accounts, 
and that for some time the man had 
been a heavy loser through unlucky 
speculations in the grain market. 

Next came the mute evidence of the 
barge on which he stood on the night 
of his disappearance. 

The secret porthole was near the spot 
where Capt. Harrington saw him fall. 
Suspicion of the part this secret com- 
partment played in his disappearance 
was strengthened when a sack of corn 
was fished from the river where the 
crew of the Lafayette had sought Agar’s 
body. 

Then it was accepted as practically 
certain that when Agar fel! to the floor 
of the barge while Harrington was 
watching, he did not trip accidentally, 
but that he dropped into the porthole, 
and, as he disappeared, he screamed, 
threw his’ hat in the river and cast a 
sack of corn overboard to represent his 
body. Then he drew the cover over 
the porthole, remained hidden there un- 
til the steamer docked, and, in the ex- 
citement attending the captain's re- 
port that his employer had _ been 
drowned, he escaped and made his way 
out of the State. 
found in the river. 

While the authorities were dragging 
the river for his body, and while his 
wife and children were suing to collect 
his life insurance, Agar was making 
his way to Texas, where he was to be- 
gin his life anew. 

Reports frequently came to Princeton 
that Agar had been seen in various 
towns in Indiana, but thg detectives 
who were running. down every possible 
clew were never able to strike his trail. 

Reaching the town of San Benito, 
Agar adopted the name of H. A. Con- 
ner and embarked in business with the 
capital he had saved from the wreck 
of his affairs in Princton. | 

He was. successful. Within, the~ 10 
months he masqueraded there he 
achieved the reputatin of one of the 
leading business men of San Benito. 
He took an active interest in local af- 
fairs, and there was not a suspicion, 
apparently, that he had a ‘“‘past.’’ So 
far as is known he never communicated 
with his wife and children. 

Mectsa Old Friend on Street, 

The mask was torn off without warn- 
ing. 

F, S. Smith of Prineeton, who had 
known Agar well when the latter was a 
prosperous Indiana business man, was 
making a tour of the Southwest. His 
filmerary included San Benito. 

The two men met face to face on 
the street. Recognition was insStantane- 
ous, There was not even time for a 
second flight. Smith notified the local 
au*horities, who arrested Agar and 
-turnel him over to Capt. Ross of the 
State Rangers. 

Agar confessed his identity and ex- 
pressed his willingness to return to In- 
diana without requisition papers, Capt. 
Ross telegraphed ‘to Princeton, and 
Chief of Police Skelton, Prosecuting At- 
torney McGary and an attorney repre- 
senting the insurance companies left to- 
day for Texas to bring the prisoner 
back to his former home. 

The specific charge on which Agar 
will return to Princeton is the forgery 
of the name of H. D. McGary on a 
$690) note on the American National 
Bank of this city. Other charges un- 
doubtedly will, be brought against him. 

An effort was made by the insurance 
companies to show that Capt. Harring- 
ton was a party to the plot. For more 
than a year detectives dogged Harring- 
tin's steps and made every effort to trap 
him ipto an admission that Agar was 
alive, but without success. 


Mysteriqus Check Received. 


It was alleged that Harrington re- 
celved a check for $100 from Texas 
shortly after Agar disappeared, but 
Harrington insisted that he did not 
know why the check was sent te him. 

When one of the insurance cases came 
to trial a handwriting expert testified 
that the signature on the check resem- 
bled Agar’s writing, but this testimony 
Was combatted by the argument of op- 
posing counsel that the check was sent 
to Harrington mereiy as a part of the 
detectives’ scheme to trap him into a 
statement. ; 

‘The jury’s vefdict favored Mrs. Agar, 
indicating that it had been proven to 
the satisfaction of the jury that her 
husband was dead. 

In 1906 Agar was a representative in 
the State Legislature from Gibson 
County and received much notoriety 
through the introduction of a bill to 
tax bachelors and a bill making it a 
misdemeanor either to give or accept 
a treat In a saloon.

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TURKEY OPENS 
~ AMID SPLENDOR 


Vari-Colored Flowing Silk 
Robes of Members Make 
Gorgeous Scene.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 
an interval of 32 years, Turkey today 
entered upon a second attempt at con- 
stitutional government with the inau- 
guration in Constantinople of the new 
Parliament elected under the constitu- 
tion promulgated by the Sultan in July 
of this year. 

The Sultan opened Parliament in per+ 
son with elaborate ceremony fashioned 
after the customs of older similar ex- 
ercises. The new assembly met in the 
same ‘chamber where the short-lived as- 
sembly of 1876 convened, a modest build- 
ing facing the square of st, Sofia. 

The opening was one of the most im- 
posing in the history of the political 
world. The varied costumes of the dele- 
gates, some in flowing silk robes and 
others in the fashionable frock coat, 
formed a gorgeous and multi-colored pic- 
ture never before witnessed in a legis- 
lative gathering in Europe. 

Albanians, Syrians and many others 
were present, while Greeks, Armenians 
and “Bulgars represented the Christian 
nationalities. Members from Jerusalem 
&énd Mecca rubbed shoulders with their 
colleagues from the FMuropean provinces 
and the far-off Kurdish, Armenian and 
Arab districts on the contines of the 
Indian Ocean. 

So far as can be judged from surface 
indications the new Parliament has en- 
tered upon its duties with a united de. 
termination 'to carry out successfully 
the object of the assembly.

Mrs. Margaret Dempsey, who for 36 
years has conducted a farm on a tract 
of river front land between Jefferson 
Barracks and the Quarantine Hospital, 
says “pigs is pigs’’ and that she will 
not permit the hogs of Chesley Island 


to invade the sanctity of her vine and 
fig tree. 

The garbage eating porkers will be 
porcina non grata to her even if their 
owner, J. A. Worthington, does give 
them a bath every day and feed them 
in a concrete floored dining room. 

Worthington, who is about to jump 
from Chesley Island and is looking for 
a place to light, is preparing to start 
what he calls a “moael hog farm” on 
property adjoining the Dempsey home. 

Mrs. Dempsey, who will have to move 
if this plan is carried out, is standing 
guard with a shotgun to prevent the 
men engaged in laying out the hog 
ranch from encroaching on her land. 

Dog Killed in Skirmish. 

There has been desultory skirmishing 
for several weeks and hostilities were 
renewed Monday when two of Worth- 
ington’s men were shot at. They re- 
turned the fire and killed Mrs. Demp- 
sey’s dog. 

In the Clayton Circuit Court Wednes- 
day afternoon Judge Mcliihinney set 
aside a temporary restraining order 
against’ Werthington which had been 
issued at the instance of Willlam Win- 
heim Sr., Henry Decker end Albert 
Bussen, farmers in the Quarantine 
neighborhood. 

Worthington ‘estified that it is his 
intention to transfer his 1000 hogs from 
Chesley Island to the Missouri shore 
and feed them on refuse from &t. Louisa 
hotels and restaurants. He insisted 
that such refuse should not be classed 
as garbage. 

Judge McDihinney fn setting aside the 
temporary restraining order announced 
that the injunctien sult will be heard on 
its merits Jan. 6 

Has Leased Dempsey Farm, 

“T have leased practically all of the 
Dempsey farm for a hog ranch,” said 
Worthington. “Naturally they feel bad 
because they will have to meve. They 
won't shoot me, theugh, unless they do 
it on the sly. 

‘For the last four years I have rented 
Chesley Island frem its owner, Mayor 
Wells. I furnished the hogs which con- 
sumed the city garbage. When the rew 
garbage reduction company gets to work 
there won’t be any more Chesley Island 
work for my hogs to do. Naturally I 
den’t want to lose them, so I’m going to 
start a ranch. There is no truth in cir- 
culated statements that Mayor Wells 
will have an interest in it. 

“All the latest sanitary devices will 
be used to keep the hegs and the pens 
ciean. They will be fed on concrete 
floors.”’

The Vote in Cities 
In East St. Louis the "Taxpayers 


candidates, according to unofficial re- 
turns, received the following vote: H. 
D. Sexton, 4569, C. T. Jones, 4560; C. L. 
Gray, 4654; Fred Kohl, 3370, and W. A. 
W. Krauth, 3860. 

The Home Rule candidates received 
the following vote: Robert Conway, 4090; 
G. L. Tarleton, .4110; J. M. Chamberlain, 
3985; Thomas Leyden, 34298; F. L. Gar- 
esche, 3348. 

The Home Rule ticket swept: Madison, 
of which Garesche is Mayor, by a vote 
of 600 to 37 for the Taxpayers’ candi- 
dates. Centerville Township gave the 
Home Rule ticket a majority of 29, and 
Brooklyn gave the same candidates a 
majority of 140. 

Home Rule Carried Country.

Rev. James L. Sullens, pastor of a 
South Methodist church here, and the 
father of 10 children, died yesterday 
in an ambulance three miles north of 
Springfield, after being accidentally shot 
yesterday while hunting. Two charges 
of bird shot from a double-barrel gun 
in the hands of S. F. Jared, a mer- 
chant, entered the minister’s side. 

Jared was but four feet away when 
Mr. Sullens fired at a rabbit.

An ambulance and surgeon were sum- 
moned by telephone and the wounded 
man was on the way home when he 
expired four hours after the accident.

POISONING CASE 


Handwriting Expert Testifies 
Electrician*’s Business Associ- 
ate Sent Fatal Dose.

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SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 17.—J. Walter 
Wilson, a supposed friend and business 
associate of Harry J. Boas, the young 
electriclan who died suddenly two weeks 
ago after taking stomach powders 
which he had received through the 
mails, was charged with the murder of 
Boas by a Coroner’s jury last evening. 

The jury returned a verdict that Boas 
died from strychnine poisoning and that 
the strychnine had Leen sent to him 
through the mails by Wilsen. 

Theodore Kytka, a handwriting ex- 
pert, showed to the jury enlargements 
of specimens of Wilson’s writing and 
pointed out many similarities to the 
writing in the letter to Boas in which 
the poison was enclosed. The writing 
expert Was positive the lette® was writ- 
ten by Wilson. 

Kytka also exhibited a package of 
letters found among Wilson's effects, 
on each of which was a forged Gov- 
ernment cancellation stamp. He point- 
ed out that on one corner of the letter 
received by Boas was a smudge made 
by ink similar to that used in making 
the fraudulent cancellations upon the 
other letters. He then produced a sec- 
tion of pipe, also found in Wilson’s 
room, with which the circle apparently 
had been made to complete the forged 
cancellation stamp.

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WHEN BAYARD ATTACKED CONGRESS. 

In 1895 Congress, then Republican in both’ 
branehes, took exceptions to certain remarks by 
Thomas F. Bayard, Democrat, who, under the 
second Cleveland administration, was Ambassador 
to England. There were threats of impeachment 
and some senators and representatives worked 
themselves into the fiercest of humors. The con- 
gressional protest finally took the form of a reso- 
lution addressed to the President inquiring as to 
what action he had taken with reference to Mr. 
Bayard’s speech, and in order that he might know 
the passages complained of they were cited as 
follows: 

1. The President stood in the midst of a strong, 
self-confident and ofttimes violent people; men whg 
sought to have their own way. It took a real man 
to govern the people of the United States. 

2.In my country I have witnessed the insatiable

science by giving corrupting largesse to special classes 
and it throws legislation into the political market, 
where jobbers and chafferers take the place of states- 


men. 
The President replied to this resolution by trans- 


mitting copies in full of Mr. Bayard’s speeches 
and by saying that he had taken no further 
action in the matter. Congress thereupon dropped 
the subject, but it felt the sting of the Am- 
bassador’s words very keenly, first, because he 
intimated that the President, and not Congress 
ruled the people; secondly, because he profaned 
the Republican god of protection, and, thirdly, 
because he had said that members of Congress 
were jobbers and chafferers. 
Mr. Bayard’s remarks appeared in the cour 
of a lo~g and scholarly addresses uelivered: from 
English platforms to which he had been invited.

A current advertisement of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation designed to induce enlistments in the Navy 
urges® young men to investigate the advantages 
of serving Uncle Sam and adds: “The majority 
of those who investigate enlist, and the ma- 
jority of those who enlist are well satisfied.” 

If only a majority of those who enlist are well 
satisfied, the advantages of enlisting do hot seem 
very alluring. More than a majority of those 
engaged in other occupations are satisfied or else 
they would quit their jobs, something they cannot 
do when they -become bluejackets. Conditions 
should be such that the advertisements could 
truthfully say that nearly all who enlist are 
well satisfied. Such conditions would make each 
seaman a walking recruiting officer and an ad- 
vertisement so potent that newspaper and bDiill- 
board publicity would not be needed. 
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IS HADLEY LOOKING FOR TROUBLE? 
Probably Gov. Hadley will think twice before 
he identifies his administration with a move- 
ment in favor of a new constitution for the State 
of Missouri. Early in January he will undertake 
extensive and absorbing labors at Jefferson City. 
To perform well the duties devolving upon him es 
Chief Magistrate and as leader of a party in pow- 
er for the first time in 40 years, he will need all 
the time and strength that he will have at his 
disposal. 
Recent experiments by way of amendment 
do not indicate that the people are in a humor 
to enter upon constitution making on an ecx- 
tensive scale.

HAT the correspondence schools 
ug are now flourishing is evidence 

that they have supplied an ob- 
yious defitiency in our grevious educa-

Their popularity is 
proof also that the Complete Letter- 
Writer of our youthful days, with its 
forms for all sorts of occasions, was 
not really complete, since it did not en- 
gage to supply a perfect education also. 
There seems to be no field of instruc- 
tion which the epistolary tutor is not 
now prepared to pre-empt. It is true 
that I have not happened yet to read 
any advertisement of a correspondence 
Sunday school, and yet such an insti- 
tution may exist, even though I have_no 
knowledge of it.

Catcher Billy Sullivan. Comiskey has 
finished in the second division but once 
since the organization of the American 
League and that was the summer that 
Billy Sullivan lay ill in the hospital aft- 
er an operation for Appendicitis.

™ BRESNAHAN WILL 
GET $20,000 FOR 
3-YEARCONTRACT 


Robison Expects Him to Land 
Cardinals Well Up in 
First Division. 





WILL MAKE ALL DEALS 
First Work Will Be to Sign 
Shortstop and Strong 
Pitching Staff. 





CLEVELAND, O., Dee. 17.—Soon after 
the arrival of Stanley Robison in Cleve- 
land Tuesday, he called Roger Bresna- 
han by long-distance telephone, sum- 
moning him to Cleveland. 

They immediately entered into a long 
conference, as a result of which, it Is 
announced, Bresnahan will manage the 
St. Louis Cardinals for the next three 


years under a contract éalling for $2,- 
000 for the term, Bresnahan to also 
act as catcher for the team. 

If other deals considered between 
Robison and Bresnahan are carried into 
effect, it will result in putting the Car- 
dinals away up in the first division 
of the National League. This is the di- 
gest of stories given out by — 
to the press. 

He said that he and Bresnahan had 
practically agreed on terms some time 
ago. 

Mr. Robison said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent today: 

“I have always believed that the best 
way to build up a championship team 
is first to obtain first-class catchers. 
A good catcher will make a good pitch- 
er of almost any twirler of ability, but 
good pitchers never turn out good 
catchers, The catcher is the pilot of 
the whole course. 

“In Bresnahan I have just the man 
needed for that position. I had no good 
catcher last season, but all cénceded that 
I had the best pitching staff in the 
league, except possibly Chicago. I had 
the players, but. they could not win 
games without a catcher. 

‘No Good Pitchers Left, 

‘“‘Now I have a catcher but no pitchers 
left worth mentioning, but I think they 
can be obtained easier than a man like 
Bresnahan. Shortstop was another weak 
point last year. Jap Barbeau, formerly 
of Cleveland, and with Toledo last sea- 
son, how of Philadelphia, would be an 
ideal man to fill that hole. I don’t think 
Murray needs him, and judging from his 
work with Toledo he would be a big 
improvement over the players we tried 
out there last year. 

“I hope to get a dozen or so from 
the surplus material of the other clubs, 
some of whom might be expected to de- 
velop into stars under Bresnahan. We 
don’t want McGinnity. He was once a 
grand one, but his pitching arm has 
done its best work. 

“I am looking to the future and want 
bright young men, those who Will come 
out into classy men under good hand- 
ling. I will leave all this, however, to 
Roger Bresnahan, and he will make al) 
the deals. 

“IT consider him one of the best men 
in the business in his position and I am 
booking him to make good as a man- 
ager.”’ 


OFFICERS 18 THE MARINE 
CORPS MUST SHOW THEY CAN 
RUN OR BE PUT ON SHELF 


Tests Formulated by Secretary Per- 
mit Brief Rests Between 
Sprints. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.~—In order to 
hold their commission, line officers of 
the United States Marine Corps must be 
able to run 700 yards. After the first 
200 yards the officer undergoing the teat 
that tells whether he is fit to remain in 
the corps or not, may rest half‘ min- 
ute and then be able to make a run of 
200 yards. Then after a minute’s rest he 
must run 200 yafds. Unless he is able 
to go the pace he will be ordered before 
a medical board with a view to having 
him examined as to his physical fitness 
to remain in the service, 

The foregoing is the essential part of 
the rules prepared by Secretary New- 
berry, and approved by President 
Roosevelt, for ascertaining the fitness 
of junior officers of the marines. The 
rules will be promulgated in a few days, 

The running test is made with a view 
to having the officers adapt themselves 
to the rule laid down in the Japanese 
war that the way to advance is to rush 
forward a few hundred yards, from one 
cover to another, then rest and then fur.

TALuMINiM MONEY MAKES HIT 


French Ministers Think It Is an 
‘ Improvement. 


PARIS, Dec, 17.—Old-time copper coins 
are apparently doomed in France, as a 
project is on foot, at the instigation of 
the Minister of Finance, to replace all 
the small currency by aluminum. M. 
Caillaux has submitted the draft of a 
bill to his colleagues in the Cabinet for 
this purpose, and has obtained their con- 
sent to bring it before Parliament as a 
Government measure for the reform of 
the currency. M. Caillaux had some 
of the proposed coins struck at the mint 
and showed them to the other ministers, 
who considered them a great improve- 
ment on the old pieces.
